Georgian To Make Speeches. 

The Hepburn Dill will in all probabliiity 
pass the house on Wednesday. There is a 
great pressure on the part of members, 
particularly those from the south for time 
in which tg speak in favor of the bill and 
so far very little desire to speak against 
it has shown itself in any quarter. Sev- 
2ral Georgians hope to get in speeches. 
Judge Adamson is a member of the com- 
nittee reporting the bill and will have

@ v te by making long addresses. The 
Georgians and others simply desire that 
their position as consistent advocates of 
the canal shall be made clear. Mr. Bur- 
ton, of Ohio, the chairman of the com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors, is scheduled 
for a speech against the Hepburn Dill, 
but chuims to be favorable to a canal, pre- 
ferring the Panama route. There is 
some effort to play the river and harbor 
bill against the canal bill, that is to ap- 
peal to local desires of members by argu- 
ing that the possibility: of new river and 
harbor appropriations will be wiped out 
by the annual ten millions appropriation 
for the canal, but it is hardly likely that 
this will have any effect. Certainly it will 
have none on Wednesday's vote. What a 
systematic campaign of that character 
might do if the thing gets tangled be- 
tween the senate and the house, it is not 
possible to say. 


Central Repubiicans for Delay. 


It is somewhat significant that certain 


prominent administration republicans are 


doing a good deal of talking about the 
wisdom of leavirg to the president the 
decision as to the route. This is seen par- 
ticularly in some quarters which hav2 
been pretty closely identified with trans- 
continental railroads in the past. Sena- 
tor Morgan and other southern senators 
who have been most closely identified 
with canal efforts from their inception 
claim that all this talk is in the interest 
of ‘lelay anf that they will have no 
trouble in meeting it when the bill gets 
before the senate. They believe it good 
policy to pass the Hepburn bill through 
the house first, then make such changes 
in the plans of construction as may seem 
wise to them by amending the bill, confi- 
dent that there will be little difficulty in 
getting a complete agreement when the 
bill. gets into conference between the two 
houses. The only material difference be- 
tween the Hepburn and Morean bills is 
that the former provides that the work 
shall be done under the direction of the 
secretary of war, while Senator Morgan's 
idea is that the enterprise is of too vast 
importance to be simply attached to the 
work of the army engineers and that 
there should be a special commission to 
ariminister the work of constfuction with 
the secretary of war at its head. 

Despite their confidence, however, the 
friends of the canal must be prepared to 
make a hard fight, for it is certain that 
all elements oposed to the Nicaragua 
project are combining to put up the hard- 
eet contest in their power. They witl die 
hard. ,

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BE STEADFAST, BRYAN 
CRIES TO DEMOCRATS 


He Urges the Party To Imitate “Old Hickory” and Be 
True to Its Principles No Matter if Defeat 


Does Follow. 


OOSTER, OHIO, January 6— 
W Hon. W. J. Bryan spoke here 
tonight at the Jackson day ban- 


quet, which was held this evening, at his 
suggestion, in order that he might keep 
engagements at New Haven and Boston 
later in the week. His was 
“Steadfastness,” and he said in part: 


“Among the traits of character which 
distinguished Andrew Jackson, no trait 
was more prominent or more helpful to 
his country than his steadfastness. When 
he believed a thing, he beieved it. Where 
duty led, he followed without question- 
ing. When he decided that *° anything 
ought to be done, he did it, and no power 
could overawe him. He did not have in 
his veins a single drop of ‘anything to 
win’ blood. When Nicholas Biddle de- 
clared that through the national bank 
he could make and unmake congresses, 
Jackson replied that that was more pow~- 
er than any one man. ought to have in 
this country, and he then began his war 
against Biddle and his bank, which re- 
sulted in the overthrow of that great 
financier and the institution which he 
eo autocratically controlled. Others were 
afraid that Bidéle’s influence, if antago- 
nized, would defeat the democratic party, 
but Jackson saw in it a menace to his 
country and he did not sfcp to consider 
what effect an attack on the bank would 
have on himself or on his party. He won 
and we reyere his name and celebrate his 
day. 

“Benton, in reviewing Jackson's work. 
said that, as Cicero overthrew the con- 
spiracy of Cataline and saved Rome, 80 
Jackson cverthrew the bank and saved 
America. We shall observe this day in 
vain if we do not gather from the life 
of Jackson inspiration and encourage- 
ment for the work which lies befure us. 
Today the democratic party needs to 
learn from the hero of New Orleans the 
lesson of steadfastness; it needs to learn 
from him rot only that to be right is 
more important than to be successful, 
but that to be right is the best way to 
insure success. 

“A party must have principles or it 
can have no claim upon public confidence, 
and how can it commend its principles 
better than by standing by them? Who 
will have faith in the creed of a party 
i? the party stands ready to barter away 
its creed in exchange for the promise of 
patronage? A halting, vacifating course 
not only fails to invite recruits, but it 
alienates and drives away veterans. 

“Another reason for steadfastness is 
found in the fact that no. one can tell 
until the attempt is made what obstacles 
courage can overcome. The bold and 
fearless triumph where the timid fail. 
The victories which live and light us on 
to noble deeds are the victories snatched 
from the jaws of defeat by intrepid spir- 
its who preferred death to retreat. 

‘‘There is a profound philosophy as well 
as a religious truth in the words: ‘He 
that saveth his Tife shall tose it.’ The 
party that has no higher purpose than 
to save its own life will die because it 
deserves to die, if need be, for the sake 
of a great cause will live because it 
deserves to live. 

‘Who says that the money power. is 
omnipotent and that the democratic party 
must compromise with it or surrender 
to it? Not until human nature is entire- 


subject 


ly changed can the financiers be intrust- 
ed with the guardianship of the producers 
cf wealth; not until greed becomes just 
can the money changers construct a Sys- 
tem for themselves which will be fair fo 
any one else. A top can be balanced 
upon the point only when it isin rapid 
motion, and so the great financial struc- 
ture designed by Wall street. for -the 
benefit of Wall street will stand upright 
only so long as it can be kept whirling; 
the collapse will come when the speed 
is slackened. fF + ! 

“Who says that we cannot afford to 
measure strength with the great monopo- 
lies which now arrogantly aasume to con- 
trol the domain of politics as well as the 
field of industry? Not until we can gath- 
er good fruit from an evil tree and figs 
from thistles can we expect a private 
monopoly to bring forth public blessings, 
The water that has been poured into the 
stocks of our great corporations has for 
the most part been drawn from the agri- 
cultural regions, and the drought that is 
sure to follow will teach the farmer the 
meaning of the trust system. 

“Must. we abandon the self-evident 
truth that governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed? 
Must we accept imperialism as an accom- 
plished fact and join in the shout for 
blood and conquest? Our republic rests 
upon solid rock and while its principles 
are reyered it cannot be overthrown from 
within or from without, but i? all parties 
joined together to erect an empire upon 
American soil, they would build upon the 
sand and the edifice could not eadure. It 
is a law divine in its origin, irresistible 
in its force and eternal in its duration 
that wrongdoing ultimately destroys the 
wrongdoer and no nation or combination 
of nations is strong enough to evade ur 
resist retributive justice. 

“But suppose—what no one should as- 
sume and what no one can prove—that 
steadfast adherence to democratic prin- 
ciples would result in repeated defeat, is 
there any reason why we should abandon 
those principles and adopt others, or have 
none at all? Those who prefer prison 
fare, Or a servile subject's lot to the dan- 
gers of the battle field may cundemn the 
Boers for continuing what some describe 
as a hopeless struggle for independence, 
but those who can measure the mighty 
influence of great deeds know that the 
sturdy Dutchmen of South Africa have 
already confcrred upon the world a bene- 
fit that cannot be measurcd by money. 
Their valor has brought greater security 
to all the republics of the earth; the 
bodies of their dead have built a bul- 
wark behind which the friends of liberty 
will fight for centuries. The fact that 
England has been compelled tou employ 
more than 200,000 soldiers to subjugate 
less than 25,000 men in arms—the fact 
that England has expended more than 
$1,000 per Boer—the per capita wealth of 
the United States—and pas neither been 
able to purchase them. nor kill them— 
these facts are immezsurahly: valuable to 
people everywhere who want free gov- 
ernment for themselves and are content, 
that others should enjoy it also. 

“So the democratic party, whether in 
power or out of power, is serving man- 
kind when it stands steadfastly for con- 
stitutional government and insists that 
that government shall be administered 
according to Jeffersonian maxim, ‘equal 
rights to all and special privileges to 
none.’ ” 


SUBTREASURY 
FOR ATLANTA 


Livingston Will Introduce Bill 
Today Providing for Its 
Establishment. 


ATLANTA BUSINESS MEN 
ARE BACKING PROJECT 


If a Subtreasury Is Established in 
South, Atlanta’s Chances Will 
Be Good — Secretary of 
Treasury To Decide 
the Matter. 


Washington, D. C., January 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Colonel Livingston will tomorrow 
introduce a bill providing for the estab- 
lishment of a subtreasury at Atlanta. 
This is done at the request of a large 
number of Atlanta bankers and _ busi- 
ness men who feel that if there is to be a 
subtreasury in the south Atlanta should 
get it. 

This will cause a@ pang of regret in the 
hearts of the Savannah people who 
claim priority in this. subtreasury busi- 
ness. There is no certainty that there 
will be one in the south, but if there is, 
Atlanta will have as good a show for it 
as any other city. 

The final decision will, it is under- 
stood, be with the secretary of the 
treasury as congress is usually guided by 
his recommendations in these matters 
and it is expected that the final decision 
will be based on the financjal and business 
showing which the different cities are 
able to make. 


KENTUCKY LAW IS UPHELD 


In Regard to Long and Short Hauls 
by Railroads. 


Washington. January 6.—The United 
States supreme court today rendered an 
opinion holding as valid the state consti- 
tution of Kentucky concerning long and 
short hauls by railroad companies and 
statutes enacted under that provision of 
the constitution. 

The case on which the decision was ren, 
dered was’a proceeding against the Louis- 
ville and Nashviile Railroad Company, 
which company was indicted under the 
law upon the charge of making a greater 
charge for a short than for a long haul, 
and a fine assessed. 

The verdict of the lowet Kentucky state 
courts was favorable to the state law and 
censtitution and this finding was affirmed 
by the state court of appeals. Today's 
opinion was delivered by Justice Shiras

FULL OF DRUGS’ 
WHEN MARRIED 


Sensational Charges Made by 
Actor MacDowell in a 
Deposition. 


ROBBED O HIS PLAYS 
WHILE HE WAS DRUNK 


MacDowell Alleges in His Suit That 
His Downfall Was Accomplished 
by Clarence Brune—Sar- 
dou Plays Are at 
Stake. 


Kansas City, Mo., January 6.—Mel- 
bourne MacDowell, the actor, who ended 
an engagement here yesterday, signed a 
sensational deposition today in Kansas 
City, Kans., in his sult against Clarence 
M. Brune, a theatrical manager, who last 
sQison starred his wife, Minnie Little 
Brune, and MacDowell in Sardou's play, 
‘*Theodora.”” MacDowell, in his deposi- 
tion, emiears that, in New York, while in- 
toxicated,"he was induced to sign bills 
of sale conveying the rights to the Sardou 
plays to Brune for $500. He asserts that 
fraud was used in bringing about the 
transaction and asks that it be set aside. 

The suit was filed in Ramsay county, 
Minnescta, and seeks to recover damage? 
and to restrain Brune from  producirg 
any of the Sardou plays. Other sensa- 
tional statements are made by MacDowell 
in his deposition, one being to the effect 
that he was drugged in New York, put 
on board a steamer and taken first to 
Boston and then to Newport News, and 
that at Baltimore later, while still under 
the influence of the drug, he was married 

MacDowell, inan interview today said: 

“TI have brought suit against Brune to 
set aside his pretended bill of sale of the 
American rights to the Sardou plays He 
claims he owns these rights and that I 
gave him the bill of sale in New York 
lest July. I thought I was merely giving 
him a power of attorney to transact some 
business for me while I went to Europe for 
my health, but when I returned home. to 


my great surprise, I found that he claim- 
ed ownership of these rights."’ 


The suit will come up for trial next 
month.

A number of other 
cities have extended him’ Invitations to 
visit them, but today he. iold Repre- 
sentative Fieming, wWihto sought to have 
him visit Augusta, that hd will not ex- 
tend his tour, explafning that while he 
greatly appreciates the invitations, he 
feels that it {s better not to enter upon 
what might be misconstrued as a junket 
for his own glorificatton. 

Going to Charleston. 

He will, on his return from Savannah, 
fill severa] cngugements that he made 
some time ago, going. firgt to Chicago, 
then to Loulsviile, and later he wiht go 
to Charleston, to be at the exposition 
upon Daughters of the Revolution day. 
He will not be there when the presiden*

took effect. 

No municipal ownership clause will do, 
he declared, which depends on the pre- 
liminary passage of enabling legislation 
by the state legislature. Legisiation first 
and franchises afterwards, was his 
motto.

COUNCIL SEEKS TO SOLVE — 
‘THE MOOTED TAX ISSUE 


Committee Named at Meeting 


“Last Night To Investigale 


~ Question, 


REED AND KONTZ WOULD 
NOT VOTE FOR JORNSON 


Said He Was Employed by One of 
Atkinson’s Companies — Three 
New Members Elected to 
Health Board—Dr. Jar- 
nagin Resigns. 


At the very beginning of its career the 
council of 1902 has taken steps looking 
to a settlement of the much-mooted 
question of taxation of public utility cor- 
porations. The prospects are that the. 
problem will recetve the immediate and 
undivided attention of the new body 
which came into being last night. 

During the meeting Councilman How- 
ell, of the seventh ward, introduced a 
resolution calling for the appointment of 
a committee of eleven—four aldermen 
and seven councilmen—to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the taxation ques- 
tion and with authority to make or ac- 
cept propositions from the corporations, 
the committee’s action to be reported 
back to council for final acceptance or 
rejection. 

Under that resolution the following was 
the committee appointed by Mayor Pro 
Tem. _Harvey Johnson: 

Committee Is Named. 

Councilman E. P. Howell, chairman; 
Alderman M. M. Welch, Alderman M. T. 
LaHatte, Alderman J. G. Woodward, Al- 
derman T. D. Longino, Counciiman 
James L. Key, Councilman James E. 
Warren, Councilman J. C. Reed, Council- 
man’ J. F. Beck, Councilman 8. C. Glass 
and Councilman H. F. Garrett. 

The resolution, which was submitted as 
a substitute for a resolution by Councll- 
man Reed bearing on the street railway 
matter, was as follows: 

“Be it resolved by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, That 
a committee of four aldermen and seven 
councilmen be appointed by the mayor 
pro tem. for the purpose of investigating 
the* present and pertinent question of 
public utifitiés paying compensation To 
the use and occupation of the streets, 
with authority to make or accept propo-, 
sitions from said corporations, the same 
to be reported back to the general coun- 
cil for final acceptance or rejection.” 

The Reed Resolution. 

This paper was adopted only after @ 
lengthy discussion. The matter came up 
when Councilman Reed asked for @ sus- 
pension of the rules for the purpose of 
introducing a resolution, This was agreed 
to and he submitted the following, which 
was read: 

Whereas, In The Atlanta Constitution, 
a newspaper published in this city, there 
appeared in its issue of December 2€, 190], 
an advertisement of a proposed applica-

Washington, January 6.—The senators 
and representatives of the Pacific coast, 
who have been considering a bill for Chi- 
nese exclusion, have perfected a measure 
which will be introduced in both houses 


in a few days. - 

The bill-declares that all Chinese, other 
than citizens of the United States or 
those who are secured in coming to and 
residing in the United States under the 
present treaty with China, shall be re- 
fused admission and returned to tne 
country whence they came at the expense 
ef the transportation corapeny bringing 
them. Penalties sre provided for not com- 
plying with the provisions of the act, $1,- 
om and cne year’s imprisonment being 
the minimum, with a liability to forfcit- 
ure cf vessels violating the law. 

The only Chinese persons nermitted to 
enter the United States are those who 
have become citizens by birth and nat- 
uralizaticn, and officials cf the Chinese 
government, teachers, students, mer- 
chants, travelers for pleasure or curiosity, 
returning laborers, who must have cer- 
tificate, or domiciled merchant. Such 
Chinese coming must have certificates 
with a photograph aftached. 

No Chinese, except diplematic or con- 
sular officers, are allowed to enter the 
United States at any other ports than 
San Francisco, Port Townsend, Wash.; 
Portland, Oreg.; Boston, New York, New 
Orleans, Honolulu, San Juan and Manila, 
or such other ports as the secretary of 
the treasury may dcsignate. Ports may 
be designated on the Canadian or Mex- 
ican Woundary after contracts have bern 
made with trantportatfon lines to comply 
with the act. 

No Chinese person in Hawaii or Porty 
Rico or the Philippines shall by reason 
thereof be entitled to enter or remain in 
the United States or any of their territory 
cthér than in which he was in the first 
instance permitted to enter or remain. 

The words United States’’ in this act 
mean the United States and their territo- 
ries and possessions. 

Provision is made for the recistration of 
all Chinese now in the United States. All 
registered Chinese shall have a certificate 
with photograph attached, and _ those 
without certificates at the end of six 
months shall be deported.

Nashville Bank Attempts To Collect 
on Bond, but Fails. 

Washington, Janiiary 6.—Chief Justice 
Fuller, in the United States supreme 
court today, delivered an opinion in the 
case of the Guarantee Company of North 
America vs. The Mechanics “Savings 
Bank and Trust Company of Nashville, 
Tenn. The bank attempted to hold the 
guarantee company on a bond given by 
it for the proper conduct of a man named 
Schardt, who was first teller and then 
cashier of the bank, and who abstracted 
$100,000 of the funds of the institution, 
but the court held that this could not be 
done on the ground that the bank had 
forfeited all protection through the care- 


lessness of its officials in falling to notify. 


the guarantee company that Schradt 
was speculating, as the contract required 
that they should do so in case they be- 
came aware of such corduct on his part.

RAILWAY TO PAY BACK TAXES. 


Florida Wins Suit Before the United 
States Supreme Court. 
Washington, January 6.—The case of 
the Florida Central and Peninsular Rail- 
road Company vs. The Comptroller of 
Florida was decided in the United States 
supreme court today in an opinion ren- 
dered by Justice Brewer. The case in- 
volved the power of the state to compel 
a railway company to pay back taxes. 
The case was appealed from the decision 
of the supreme court of the state sus- 
taining the validity of the law, and that 
decision was confirmed by today’s opin- 
ion. Justice Brown dissented.

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WHY SAMPSON GOT MONEY 


Secretary Long Says He’s Not To 
Blame in Matter. | 


MONEY AWARDED BY COURT 


Secretary Asserts ina Letter That 
Schley Has Not Been Discrimi- 
nated Against. 


Washington, January 6.—Secretary Long 
has addressed to Senator Knute Nelson, 
of Minnesota, a long letter defending the 
navy department against what is de- 
clared to be unfriendly criticism in con- 
nection with the distribution of prize 
money and bounty. The letter is called 
forth by one from the senator asking for 
information on this point for the use of a 
western newspaper. 

The secretary declares that the criti- 
cism that the department has discrimi- 
nated in favor of Admiral Sampson and 
against Admiral Schley in the distribu- 
tion of prize money and bounty is unjust, 
because the department has no control 
over this matter; the money being dis- 
tfibutéd from the treasury and all ques- 
tions of law and fact relative to prize 
and bounty having been determined by 
the courts. The secretary calls attention 
to the laws touching prizes and bounty 
as they existed at the beginning of the 
Spanish war, and he says that, though 
advised by the attorney general that it 
might make a distribution, the navy de- 
partment preferred to place the matter in 
the court of claims, and so far from dis- 
playing favoritism, adopted the most ef- 
fective means in its power to secure a 
just determination by courts of law of 
the rights of all concerned. 

Touching the claim'‘of Admiral Samp- 
son for bounty at S§intiago, the secretary 
says that the distribution was made un- 
der a decree of the court of claims, which 
he cites, and from which no appeal was 
taken. He further polnts out that, under 
the prize laws, the commander in chief 
of the fleet is entitled to his ‘‘one-twen- 
tieth’’ of bounty by virtue of his position 
as commander in chief whether he is per- 
sonally present during the engagement or 
not. 

Says the secretary: 

‘‘As commander in chief, Admiral Samp- 
son would, therefore, under the law, 
have been entitled, to his share of the 
bounty for the destruction of the Span- 
ish ships at Santiago if he had been on 
the north shore of Cuba at the time. 
This was the law, for which the navy 
department was in no wise responsible.”’ 
On this point the secretary says that 
the department itself was the first to 
realize the inequalities of this law and to 
make the recommendation which led to its 
repeal, so that ‘“‘a rather amusing feature 
of the attacks made upon the navy de- 
partment,’ as the secretary puts it, is 
that the administration is blamed more 
than two years after it had cured the 
evil. The secretary concludes his. letter 
with an extract from the report of the 
auditor of the treasury for the navy 
department showing the status of the 
prize money and bounty cases, yet unset- 
tled, owing to delays in the courts and 
predicting a settlement within the year. 


GAGE. 


ROOSEVELT PRAISES 


Text of President’s Reply to Secre- 
tary’s Letter of Resignation. - 
Washington, January 6.—Secretary 
Gage’s letter of resignation, dated De- 
cember 19, and Pres‘dent Roosevelt's re- 
ply were made public at the white house 
today. Mr. Gage thanks the president 
for confidence bestowed and expresses 
earnest desire fcr the highest success of 
tre administration. In his reply the pres- 

ident says: 

“Your services to the nation have been 
rendered at the cost of loss to you, a 
heavy loss, from a material standpoint, 
as must ever be the case with a man 
like vou, who delHberately abandons the 
comparative ease enc the high pecu- 
rniarv rewards of a large private business 
for the exhausting werk of the position 
you have so honorably filled during the 
last five years.” — 

In a letter to Postmaster Gencral 
Smith, accepting the latter’s resignation, 
the president says: 

‘I deeply regret that we are no longer 
to serve side by eide, and I earnestly wish 
you well in the future, and bid you God- 
epeed in your new duties—for wherever 
you may be, the weight of your influence 
is sure to be potent on the side of clean 
and honest government.”’

TINKERS WORK 
ON PHILIPPINES 


Senator Lodge Prepares Bill 
for Temporary Govern- 
ment of Archipelago. 


GREAT DEAL OF POWER 
GIVEN TO ROOSEVELT 


Provision Is Also Made for the Dis- 
position of the Public Lands 
and for the Improve- 
ment of the Various 
Harbors. 


Washington, January 6.—Senator Lodge, 
chairman of the committee on the Phil- 
ippines, tomorrow will introduce a bill 
for a temporary government of the Phil- 
ippines. This bill has been drawn after 
many consultations with the war depart- 
ment officials, who have been directly in- 
terested in insular affairs and the ‘gOv- 
ernment of the Philippines. The bill will 
not be made a part of the Philippine 
revenue bHl which has passed the house, 
but will be an independent measure. The 
bill is entitled as one to “temporarily pro- 
vide for the administration of affairs of 
civil government in the Philippine islands, 
and for other purposes.” 

It does not attempt to establish a new 
form. of government in the Philippines, 
‘but simply begins by confirming the ac- 
tion of President McKinley in creating a 
commission and ratifying the acts of 
that commission under the instructions 
of the president dated April 7, 1900. It 
also gives the president authority while 
there is armed resistance in any part of 
the islands to the United States to regu- 
late and control inter-island commerce. 
Section 4, following the Porto Rican act, 
gives the government of the Philippines 
power.to improve the harbors and other 
instruments of commerce, and section 5, 
also following the Porto Rican act, turns 
over to the government of the Philip- 
pines all lands devoted now to public 
use, bridges, highways, etc. 

To Dispose of Public Lands. 

Under section 6 the government. of the 
Philippines is empowered to make rules 
and regulations for the disposition of 
public-lands other than timber and min- 
eral lands, such regulations to have the 
force and effect of law only after they 
have been approved by the president and 
congress. Then follows a series of pro- 
visions to enable the commission to per- 
fect the title of persons now occupying 
public lands and to lease and sell lands 
to such persons or give them to occupants 
without compensation. This is to pro- 
vide for the small native landholders 
who are occupying and for a long time 
have occupied public lands, but who have 
no titles to protect them in their hold- 
ings. 

Then comes provisions in regard to 
timber lands, which are not to be’ sold 
or leased by the commission, who have 
power only to issue licenses to cut timber 
under the forestry regulations now in 
force in the islands. The provisions in 
regard to timber lands are followed by a 
number of sections as to mineral lands. 
These are very elaborate and embody 
the mineral laws contained in the report 
of the commission, and which have been 
prepared by them with great care, so 
that they shall be in harmony with the 
existing Spanish laws. The mineral lands 
sections cover also coal lands and saline 
lands. One of the most important provi- 
sions in,the bill is that empowering the 
Philippine. commission td purchase the 
lands of the religious orders and dispose 
of them on proper terms to the actual oc- 
cupants. 

Appeals Are /.llowed. 

The succeeding section gives an appeal 
from the supreme court of the islands 
to the supreme court of the United States 
in certain cases, and then come a series 
of sections authorizing municipalities and 
the city of Manila to borrow money and 
issue bonds fof municipal improvements. 
There are two sections which provide 
for the granting of franchises, so that 
individuals or corporations can go into 
the islands and construct electric and 
steam railroads and engage in industries 
and manufactures. Provisions for grant- 
ing the franchises are guarded, being 
based on the corporation laws of Massa- 
chusetts. There are provisions for estab- 
ishing a coinage system, which already 
have been presented in Special Agent 
Conant’s report, and the final sections of 
the bill make provisions for a banking 
system, and enable national banks of the 
United States to be established in the 
Philippines. 


CONGRESS AGAIN IN SESSION. 


No Business Transacted Owing to 
the Death of Sewell. 
Washington, January 6-—The senate 
met today after a recess of more than 
two weeks, but no business was trans- 
acted on account of the recent death 
of Senator William J. Sewell, of New 
Jersey, the senate adjourning out of re- 

spect to his memory. 

The houge transacted no business to- 
day. Immediately after it met Mr. Lou- 
dersiager, of New Jersey, announced the 
death of Senator Sewell, which had oc- 
curred during the holiday recess, and 
after the adoption of the customary res- 
clutions the house, as a further mark of 
respect, adjourned until tomorrow. 


KEARNEY SUCCEEDS MACLAY. 


Appointment Omits All Reference to 
1 Departure of “Historian.”’ 
Washington, January 6—Secretary Long 
has appointed John A. Kearney, of Co- 
hoes, N. Y., as the successor of BE. 8. 
Maclay, the historian laborer, at the 
,New York navy yard, who was removed 
by order of the president for his stric- 
tures upon Rear Admiral Schley. The 
office is officially designated “special la- 
borer in the department of supplies and 
accounts, navy yard, New York,’ with 
pay at the rate of $2.48 per diem. The ap- 
pointment reads: “Vice E. 8. Maclay’’ 
and omits all reference to the manner of 
that individual's departure from the ser- 


vice. 


GEORGIA JURY 


FOR GAYNORS 


Supreme Court Orders Men 
‘Implicated in Carter Case 
to Savannah, 


FOR MONTHS THEY TRIED 
TO KEEP OUT OF GEORGIA 


Supreme Court Holds That There Is 
Probable Cause for Believing 
Them Guilty—Court Re- 
fuses To Irfterfere for 
Carter. 


Washington, January 6—The United 
States supreme court today affirmed the 
decision of the United States circuit court 
for the southern district of New York in 
the case of Benjamin D. Greene, John F. 
Gaynor, William T. Gaynor and Edward 
| H. Gaynor. Greene and the Gaynors 

are charged with. being in complicity 
with Captain Oberlin M. Carter, now 
serving a term in the United States 
prison at Leavenworth, Kans., on the 
charge of defrauding the government of 
a large sum of fmoney while superintend- 
ing publit works at Savannah, Ga. 
Greene and the Gaynors have sought by 
habeas corpus proceedings in New York 
to avoid being sent to Georgia for trijal. 
\The New York court refused to grant the 
writ and the opinion rendered today 
confirms that verdict. The opinion was 
delivered by Justice Peckham. 

Commenting upon the actjon of the New 
York court in ordering the removal of the 
defendants to Georgia for trial. Judge 
Peckham, who delivered the opinion of the 
court, said: 

‘‘We think that a fair interpretation of 
the language used by the district judge 
in granting the application for the war- 
rant of removal shows beyond question 
that from the evidence taken by the 
commissioner the judge was of the opin- 
ion that there existed probable cause and 
that the defendants should, therefore, be 
removed for trial before the court in 
which the indictment was f@nd. The 
judge says he did not express any opinion 
whatsoever on the merits of the case. 
He was not called upon to do so. It was 
sufficient if, all the evidence Deing taken 
into account, there existed such probable 
cause for believing the defendants guil- 
ty as to warrant their removal for trial 
of the offense charged.”’ 

The United States supreme court today 
refused to interfere in the case of Cap- 
tain Oberlin M. Carter. The decision was 
rendered in the proceedings instituted 
by Captain Carter for the purpose of se- 
curing a writ of habeas corpus that would 
release him from prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kans. The case originated in the 
United States circuit court for the district 
of Kansas, by which the petition for a 
writ was denied. Today’s opinion was 
delivered by Chief Justice Fuller and 
affirmed the opinion of the circuit 
court.

TrTashington, January 6.—Acting In ac- 
cordance with a recommendation made 
by General Wood, military governor of 
Cuba, Secretary Root has directed that 
the Third squadron of the Eighth cav- 
elry, comprising the entire garrison at 
Puerto Principe, be brought to the United 
States at the first favorable opportunity. 
General Wood reported that the garrison 
cculd be abandored without detriment to 
public interests and that the troops in 
question were not needed elsewhere i€@ 
Cuba. 

Although it is said at the war depart- 
ment that there is no other significance 
to this movement, it is admitted that it 
is practically the beginning of the gen- 
eral withdrawal of United States troops 
in Cuba, preparatory to the transfer of 
the control of affairs to the civil govern- 
ment to be installed during the coming 
summer. 

So far as known there will be no fur- 
ther witadrawals of troops, however, un- 
til final arrangements are made for the 
formal transfer of the government to the 
newly elected officials of Cuba.

BLABKMAILERS MUST GA 


So Low Says in His Message to New 
York Aldermen. 


NO PAY FOR 


Fro:n Highest Corporation to Poorest} 
Bootblack City Will Insure 
Just Treatment. 


New York, January 6.—Mayor Low sent 
his first message to the board of aider- 
men today. It was brief, and the only 
subject treated of was blackmail in the 
civil administration, in the stamping out 
of which he said he desired the coop- 
eration of the people gf the city. 

“If. during the next two years,” 
message says, “any citizen or any em- 
ployee of the city pays money illegiti- 
mately, either to avoid injury or incon- 
venience, or to secure his rights, he will 
it because he wants to, not because 
he must. No one, from the largest cor- 
poration to the poorest bootblack, need 
pay one dime for protection from harm 
or to secure just treatment at the hands 
of the city government. No laborer or 
other employee need part with 1 cent of 
his salary to anyone, either in or out of 
the city government. Anyone asked to 
make an improver payment for any pur- 
puse has only to repcrt the fact to the 
mayor to be sure of protection and re- 
dress. With the cooperation of the eciti- 
zins and of the city employees the whole 
foul system can be broken up.”’ 

In charging the January grand jury 
today, Judge Foster took notice of the 
statement put forth by officials of the 
city government last week that attempts 
had been made to bribe Qusion menibers 
of the board of aldermen to vote with 
the democratic members in the organiza- 
tion of the board. “] do not know,” the 
judge said, ‘whether these ehargeg, pub- 
licly made, are founded on truth, hyste- 
ria or fiction. The putiic are entitled to 
know. .If, after investigation, you fina 
them true, the guilty one ought to be 
indicted, and to receive severe punish- 
ment and the merited disgrace which our 
law provides for euch crimes.” 

The board of aldermen, after organiz- 
ing by electing McInnes, fusionist, vice 
chairman of the board, adopted by uac- 
clamaticn a resolution @esking the mayor 
to furnish the board with whatever in- 
formation he may have regarding the 
alleged attempt at bribery in order that, 
if such attempt has been made, presecu- 
tion of the offenders may be instituted.

- WHY GREAT BRITAIN IS HATED 
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Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
Gives Reasons in Speech 

London, January 6—In speaking at 
Birmingham tonight Josep¥ Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, referred to the 
hatred and jealousy of Great Britain 
which is entertained abroad and denied 
that this was due to the existence of a 
particularly wicked government. 

“This is no new thing in history,’ he 
Baid, ‘‘and we must maintain our splendjd 
Isolation, surrounded and supported by 
our colonial kinsfolk.’’ 

Whilst fully admitting the necessity of 
finding new markets and keeping abreast 
of modern times and methods Mr. Cham- 
berlain saw no sign of any imminent 
or pressing danger to British trade.

Cashier Townsend, of Massa-

TOWNSEND LOST MONEY 
SPECULATING IN COTTON 


Cashier Is Under the Eye of an 
Officer ‘While Bank’s Affairs 
Are Being Investigated. 
Townsend an Olid 
Employee. 


Taunton, Mass., January 6.—Harry H. 
Townsend, cashier of the Bristol county 
national bank, it is reported, is $35,000 
short in his accounts, the deficit having 
been found tonight by Bank Examiner 
Ewer. The deficiency is said to be due 
to speculation in cotton futures. Town- 
send is under the eye of a United States 
official uatil the bank’s affairs are further 
investigated. 

The bank has a capitalization of $500,- 
000 and according to its December state- 
ment the surplus fund was $150,000, and 
the undivided profits $53,000. One of 
the djrectors said tonight that $35,000 
is the outside figure of the defalcation, 
and that the bank's surplus will amply 
protect al] interests. 

The director said also that when the 
irregularities were called to Cashier 
Townsend’s attention he admitted that 
he was short in his accounts to the 
amount stated. Townsend had worked in 
the bank since he left school, some twen- 
ty-five years ago. 

One of the directors said that ap 
parently the defalcation had been going 
on for two years, and that Townsend ad- 
mitted this. The figures found wrong 
were in balartces with corresponding 
banks, presumably in New York and 
Boston,

SHIPBUILDING IN AMERICA. 


Interesting Report Made by a Ger- 
man Naval Expert. 

Berlin, January 6.—Tjard Schwartz, a 
German naval constructor, who was re- 
cently sent to the United States by the 
marine general staff, to investigate ship 
building there, has submitted his reports. 

Herr Schwartz says that all the princi- 
pal ship yards in the United States fa- 
cilitated his investigations in every way. 
His descriptions ere « accompanied by 
masses of photographs and drawings of 

ew meahines, especially of penumatic 
contrivances used in ship building. The 
investigator says that materials for the 
construction of steek ships are lower in 
price in the United States than in any 
other country, and that the only thing 
to be complained of is the fluctuation of 
prices, which makes competition with for- 
eign shipbuilders difficult. 

The German investigator refers to the 
splendid body of American workmen, 
earning wages from 30 to WO per cent 
higher than those paid in Great Britain 
and 100 per cent higher than the wages 
paid on the continent, and says that wage 
“""%g in the Unfted States are counter- 

\lanced by economical processes of ma- 

jineyy, which are not found in Euro- 

san yards. 

Herr Schwartz reports that notwith- 
standing the wages paid, freighters are 
being built on the great lakes as cheap- 
ly as tramp steamers are built in Great 
Britain. 

Herr Schwartz reports that the new 
consolidation of ship building companies 
in the United States is the largest and 
richest ship building concérn in the 
world, and he says that it will devote its 
resources to economic ship-building, to 
reducing the present method of obtaining 
material to uniformity and to the cen- 
tralization of ship construction and its 
management.

PROHIBITION, TAXATION. 
LOBBYISM, HIS SUBJECTS 


He Declares That the Time Has Come 
Wheu No Good Legislation Can 
Be Secured and No Bai 
Legislation Be De- 
feated. 


Augusta, Ga., January 6—(Specialj— 
Hon. Dupont Guerry spoke to nearly two 
hundred representative citizens in the 
court house tonight. His principal sub- 
jects were prohibition, taxation and lobby- 
ism, and in the order named, with inci- 
dental references to appropriations for 
schools and pensions and the depot bill. 

“Local option.’"” he maintained, “has 
never. been established as the democratic 
doctrine in Georgia’ Such a move has 
been defeated by popular vote in the pri- 
mary. Compulsory prohibition is within 


the scope of the state's power as truly | 


as in that of county or city. State prohi- 
bition is not undemocratic simply because 
the populists have declared in favor of It. 
They declared in favor of 16 to 1 and we 
followed their example. 

“The contention that prohibition is an 
infringement of personal liberty is the 


argument against it for which I have 


the most respect. but Jackson, the great 


champion of personal liberty, did not 
think it a good one. The truth is, of all 
the friends of personal liberty in the 
‘United States and in Georgia today, pro- 
hibition. is the best. and of all its enemies 
in any form the liquor traffic is the worst. 
To say nothing: of those who die on the 
scaffold or exist in our penitentiaries and 
bad houses and poor houses, how many 
women and children ate shut out from 
the privileges and benefits of our Chris- 
lanity and civilization, our churches, 
Sunday schgols and day schools as pris- 
oners in houses -ef-destitution, made such 
by the expénditure of money for drink 
that ought to be used for food and cloth- 
ing, God only knows. Local option has 
done much for Georgia, but we have 
reached a point where we must go for- 
Ward or backward in the movement. 

As to Tax Collections. 

“Last year our taxable values enhanced

IN MURDER CASE 


Jury Secured After 444 Men Had Boon 
Summoned. 


IS FATHER IN LAW OF MATHIS 


The Negro, Orlando Lester, Who Was 
Convicted Recently of Murder, 
Was the First Witness; 

To Be Put Upon the 
Stand. 


Oxford, Miss., January 6.—At 3 o’clock 
today a jury was secured in the Whit 
Owens trial, but not until 114 men had 
been summoned and challenged. 

The state first introduced the testimony 
of Orlando Lester, who has been convict- 
ed and who admitted that he had sworn 
to a-falsehood at the instance of Will 
Mathis about Whit Owens’ having fur- 
nished four shells loaded with buckshot, 
but testified that Will Mathis had sent 
him with a message to Owens to come and 
bring his shotgun, that the officers were 
there and they were going to kill them. 

Jackson, he said, came in and said, 
“Hands .up.”” The Montgomerys began 
to stir around in the. bed, but made no 
reply. Mathis and Jackscn both fired, 
he further claimed, and killed the officers 
in ? 

Immediately after the killing Mathis 
made his wife get up and took her to her 
father’s, Whit Owens, telling him what 
he had done. Lester carried Mathis’ lit- 
tle boy in his arms and was sent to get 
a spade from Owens’ barn to bury the 
bodies. 

The three went back to Mathis, saw 
that the men were dead and when Les- 
ter and Owens refused to help burv them 
Mathis pulled the bodies from the bed, 
robbed them of money, pistols and a 
watch, and then piled the bedding on 
them and set the straw mattresses on fire. 
Mathis fhen rode off on one of the horses 
of the officers. 

The state closed its testimony and the 
attorneys for the defense announced that 
they did not think they would introduce 
any testimony at all.

Another Burglarized House and At- 
me Two Women—The Other 
aylaid and Shot Neigh- 
bor Whom He Believed 
Informed on Him. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 6.—(Special.)— 
Governor Aycock has fixed Wednesday, 
January 26, as the date of execution of 
six men. All of these executions will be 
in private, as the law enacted this year so 
requires. 

Of the criminals thus ortiered executed 
four were concerned in the burglary of 
the postoffice at Emma, near Asheville, 
these being Dudley Johnson and Russel! 
Gates, white; Ben Foster and Harry 
Mills, colored. 

They called Samuel Alexander, tne 
postmaster, to the door at night and 
while the negroes watched the building 
the whites forced Alexander to take them 
to his room. They took his revolver and 
made him open the gafe, but one of them, 
stooping to take the money, put the re- 
velver on the table. Alexander seized it 
and shot one of the men. 

They shot him in the course of a des- 
perate fight, but he put them out. 

The supreme court said the case was 
Clearly burglary. Thomas Patton, of 
Asheville, came here to see the governor 
to urge him to commute the death sen- 
tence, particularly of the two negroes, 
who were outside the buliding. 

The other two men for whom death war- 
rants are issued are Andrew Jackson, 
white, who, in Lincoln county, burglar- 
ized a house whose inmates were two 
women, Whom he attacked and nearly 
killed with a knife, and John Henry Rose, 
who, in Wilson county, waylaid and shot 
a neighbor whom he believed had in- 
formed revenue officers of his being a 
moonshiner.

AWAITS ISADORE MINDER 


Lower Tribunals---At 


United States Supreme Court Affirms Decision of the 


torney Cooper Will 


Try To Prove Insanity of Client. 


Washington, D. C., January 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The supreme court today decided | 
the Minder case, upholding the conten- 
tion of Attorney General Terrell, who 
represented the state. The plaintiff was 
represented by Colonel J. R. Cooper, of | 
Macon. 


Macon, Ga.,' January 6.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel J. R..Cooper received a telegram this 
afternoon announcing that the supreme 
court of the United States has affirmed 
the. decision of the supreme court of 
Georgia in the case of Isadvure Minder, 
charged with the murder of Andrew Ma- 
honey. 
Minder was tried and convicted in the 
superior court here during the November 
term, 1900. In May, 1901, the case was 
carried to the supreme court of this state 
on the grouml that several material wit- 
nesses who lived in Alabama could not 
be reached under the Georgia laws, and 
that Minder should not be hanged with- | 
out the evidence of these witnesses. The 
supreme court of Georgia affirmed the 
decision of the superior court. 

After the decision of the Georgia su- 


brought 


preme court, Colonel Cooper went to New 
ork state and filed with Justice White, 
of the United ‘States supreme court, an 
application for a writ of error. This writ 
was granted on the 3d of September, 1901. 
In the meantime Minder had been sen- 
tenced to hang on September 6, but the 
action of Justice White in granting the 
writ of error caused Governor Candler 
to grant an indefinite respite in Minder’s 
case. 

Colonel Cooper says he will now take 
Minder into the superior court and ask 
that he be adjudged insane. He has con- 
tended all along that his client is a fit 
subject for the lunatic asylum and therec- 
fore should not be hanged. This was one 
of his principal defenses both in the su- 
perior and supreme courts. 

When the question of Minder’s sanity is 
raised, this may prolong the case. for some 
months. 

Before these proceedings are brought, 
however, Judge Felton may order Minder 
into the superior court to be 
again sentenced to die on the gallows. 

This case has attracted much attention 
the past two years and a desperate ef- 
fort has been made to save Minder’s 
life. 


MAY RIVER PLACE IS SOLD 


Colonel Estill Disposes of Famous 
Retreat to Northerner. 


R. T. WILSON JR., PURCHASER 


Historic Southern Plantation Will 
Be Used by New Yorker for 
Hunting. 


Savannah, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)— 
Colonel J. H. Estill has sold to B. T. 
Wilson, Jr., of New York, son of the 
well known financier, his famous May 
river place near Bluffton, S. C. Mr. Wil- 
son is at the DeSoto here and it is un- 
derstood that the details of the deal have 
just been completed. What price Mr. 
Wilson is to pay for the big plantation js 
not known. Colonel BEstill jis said to 
have expended, first and last, in the 
neighborhood of $150,000 in original cost 
and improvements the place. 

The place comprises about 13,000 acres 
of land and it is understood that Mr. 
Wilson will buy several thousand acres 
additional. It is a magnificent game 
preserve and it is with this object in 
view chiefly that Mr. Wilson has ob- 
tained the property. 

May river neck in the days of slavery 
Was one of the most noted sections of 
South Carolina. It was the home of a 
dozen men prominent in the history of 
the country. General Thomas F. Dray- 
ton, who defended the forts at Port Roy- 
‘al in 1861 against Commodore Dupont's 
fleet and whose brother, Captain Cecil 
Drayton, commanded one of the vessels 
of the attacking fleet, lived on his pianta- 
tion on May viver. General James Hamil- 
ton, the nullification governor of South 
Carolina, owned the rice plantation now 
acquired by Mr. Wilson, and many other 
famous families have been associated 
with this particular section of South 
Carolina. 


BIBB GRAND JURY CONVENES. 


Disposes of Murder Cases of Howard 
and Bates. 

Macon, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—The 
grand jury of the superior court of Bibb 
county met this morning after a recess 
of three weeks. 

The first matters investigated by that 
body today were the charges of murder 
against E. G. Howard, who, it is al- 
leged, shot and killed Henry Hammond, 
a keeper or a negro saloon and dance 
hall in this city, on Christmas night, 
and John Bates, the negro who killed 
Ethan White, another negro, with a brick 
in Vineville on Christmas day. 

In the case of E. G. Howard, charged 
with the murder of Henry Hammond, 
Howard admitted that he fired the shot 
which caused the death of Hammond, 
claiming that he acted im self-defense. 
The jury ordered Howard held for trial 
by the superior court. 

It was shown in the case of Bates. by 
several witnesses, that he struck White 
with a brick, and after his victim had 
fallen to the ground Bates went to him 
and beat him unmercifully. After lin- 
gering a few days White died; and thd 
attending doctors said that the injuries 
inflicted by Bates were the direct cause 
of his death. 

After Bates had assaulted White he 
left Macon, and after Sheriff Westcott 
was notified of White's death he sent mes- 
Sages to the surrounding counties and 
Bates was apprehended at Dublin. He was 
brought to Macon and placed in jail to 
await the action of the grand jury, which 
assembled this morning. A true bill was 
returned against Bates, charging him 
with tbe murder of White. 


HOCKETT BEHIND THE BARS. 


Albany Man Who Skipped Is Located 
in Montgomery. 

Albany, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—D. 
W. Hockett, the real estate man who 
disappeared from Albany between suns 
ten days ago, was arrested this morn- 
ing in Montgomery, where he was recog- 
nized by a former Albanian. He will be 
brought back here as soon as a requisition 
can be procured and sent through the 
necessary channels. 

Hockett will have to answer to several 
charges of larceny after trust. and a 
number of alleged crooked transactions 
of a financial nature will stare him in the 
face when he gets back to Albany. 

Hockett was a church pillar during his 
year’s residence in Albany and labored 
with zeal in religious movements. His 
disappearance created a’ sensation. 


ELI SORRELLS IS RELEASED. 


Prosecutor Fails To Appear Against 
Negro in Rome. 

Rome, Ga., January 6.—(Special.—Eli 
Sorrells, the negro who made a personal 
appeal to Governor Candler some weeks 
ago to protect him from mob violence, 
has just been discharged from custody. 

Last Wednesday the white woman who 
made the charge had a warrant sworn 
out for Sorrells, alleging attempted as- 
sault. ~The negro was at once arrested 
and placed in jail. Friday was set for a 
preliminary hearing, but no prosecutor 
appeared. Officers began search for the 
woman, and Saturday ascertained that | 
she and her husband had left for parts 
unknown. 

This morning the negro was’ released 
and the warrant dismissed. This is be 
lieved to be the last of the matter.

Within the Next Twenty Days Work 
Will Begin on Five Shafts—Ex- 
perts Declare Indications 
Show’ the Existence 
of Petroleum. 


Rome, Ga., January 6.—(Special. )— 
Within twenty days the work of sinking 
five oil shafts 2 miles west of Rome will 
be actively under way. The contractor is 
here and under an Ironclad bond to have 
the work under way by that time. Sev- 
eral car loads of machinery are en route 
and expected this week. 

Developments of the past week have 
caused a fever of excitement to pervade 
this community, and the last flickering 
doubt as to the sincerity of the promoters 
has vanished. 

The presence of several prominent and 
wealthy Chicagoans has done much to 
arouse interest and faith in the enter- 
prise. Among those here the past week 
and now are: F. W. Blocki, commis- 
sioner of public works in Chicago and di- 
rector in the local company; John J. 
Sloan, superintendent of the house of 
correction in Chicago, a famous miner- 
alogist and geologist: William F. Bren- 
nen, alderman from the twelfth ward and 
a prominent Chicagoan; D. H. Craig, real 
estate dealer and capitalist and secretary 
of the local company, and C. W. Mussel- 
man, of Williamsport, Ind., contractor and 
builder. He will build the oil derricks. 

Mr. Biocki’s Belief. 

Mr. Blocki is one of the most eminent 
geologists in the country and his re- 
marks have special force and value.

GOVERNOR CANDLER’S VETOES. 
thaw AUGUSTA CHRONICLE ‘has an 

interesting editorial on the subject of 
Governor Candler’s vetoes at the close 
of the recent legislative session. The 
Chronicle says: 


There seems to be some misapprehension 
on the part of certain editors and the public 
about Governor Candler’s veto of appropria- 
tion bills for private parties, 

The governor is charged with ‘‘inconsis- 
tency’’ because the widow of Mr. King, who 
died during the session of the legislature “just 
closed, was paid her husband's per diem for 
the entire session, while the widows of 
Messrs. Johnson, of Jefferson, and MeWhor- 
ter, of Oglethorpe, were not. There was no 
inconsistency nor was there any analogy in 
the cases. He approved no bill or resolution 
to pay Mrs, King nor was any passed. None 
was necessary. She was paid, not on the 
governor's warrant, but on the certificate 
of the speaker of the house by authority of 
rection 311 of the code, which is mandatory 
and is in these words: “If any member of 
the general assembly shall die during the 
session or afterwards, without having re- 
ceived the whole or any part of his pay. 
the amount due him for the whole session 
shall be paid to th: widow of the deceased.” 
This is a general law and is imperative, and 
the case of Mrs. King is exactly the case 
for.which it was enacted, for her husband 
Galied ‘‘during the recession.’ 

But this general law did not apply to the 
cases of Mrs... Johnson and Mrs. McWhorter. 
Their husbands did not die ‘during the ses- 
sion,"’ but months before it n. The peo- 
ple of their counties had elect new mem- 
bers to succeed them and these new mem- 
bers were present at the beginning of the 
late session and occupied the seats and drew 
the pay for every day of the session. It was 
because the treasurer could not pay them 
under the general law that the effort was 
made to pass specific laws for their benefit. 
Put Gcvernor Candler could not approve 
theee specific bills, because no such bills have 
ever been allowed to become laws in the 
past and because they were plain violations 
of the constitution, which expressly declares 
(paragraph |, section 16, articles 7) that 
“the general assembly shall pass no taw 
granting a donation or gratuity to any per- 
son, corporation or asesociation.’’ 

These bills attempted to grant donations 
out of the state treasury to the widows of 
two gentlemen, neither of whom had served 
the state a single hour of the session for 
which {t was proposed to pay them. ~The 
governor was obliged to veto them or utterly 
disregard his oath to uphold the constitution. 
It is a part of the duties of the governor to 
prevent sich raiis on the treasury. If he 
had approved these bills from cowardice or 
a desire for popularity he would have estab- 
ished a most dangerous precedent that 
nore — — siate hundreds of t 
of dollars, for if a donation of $200 
made in violation of: the constitasiom. Eee 
nation of $200, can be made with 
propriety, and the governor who allows either 
to be made is &@ moral coward and is un< 
worthy of the place he holds 
The same ‘s true of the bill vetoed by Gove 
ernor Canoler to donate $447 to the widow 
of the late Aijutent General Kell. He had 
been paid every dollar due him up to the 
date of his death. The state did not owe him 
a farthing, and this was conceded, but the 
bill proposed to donate money out of the 
state treasury to his widow in palpable vie- 
lation of the constitution. It was to prevent 
just such legislation that the veto power 
was given to the governor. If he, because 
of cowardice, or a desire to be popular, fatis 
to protect the taxpayers of the state 
such raids on their treasury, he is u 
anc unworthy of his office. ore 
dicr is to be commended and not criticised 
for these ——— . a 
We do not write this im harsh or 
critictirm of the introducers of thease Sane, 
They were actuated by generous impulée, and 
did what they did in the desire to befriend 
there who possibly needed the appropriations 
they proposed. But the constitution pre- 
scribes for what the legislature may make 
appropriations and prescribes the duty of the 
governor. It would have been a gracious and 
a pleasant thing to make these appropria- 
tions, but it would ale> have been illegal and 
the course of the governor was manifestly 
right.

The depot commission held its first

Bower, of Decatiir; Hon. ‘Thomas HKgies- 
ton, of Fulton, and Hon. W. A Knowles, 
of Floyd. Hon. E. Tl. Brown, special at- 
torney for the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, was also presert. it was sume 
time after 10 o'clock when the meeting 
was called to order. 

The questicn of electing a permanent 
secretary came up, but it was decided to 
wait until replies Lad been received from 
the railroads before taking this step.

Detail of Meeting.

DEATH COMES 
TO W.C. RAWSON 


Prominent Young Atlantan 
Died Early Yesterdav 
Morning. 

FUNERAL TO BE HELD 
WEDNESDAY MORNING 


W. C. Rawson Was One of the Diost 
Successful of the City’s Young 


z Business Men—His Death 


His Death Brings 
Sorrow. 


Wiliam Clarke Rawson, one of At- 
lanta’s most prominent young pbusiness 
men, and, until the very day of his 
death, a member of the city council, died 
yesterday morning at 8 o'clock at his 
home, 126 Washington: street, after an 
illness covering ten days. 

Several evenings after Christmas Mr. 
Rawson, who was chairman of the city 
finance committee, attended a _ special 
meeting of the board of health and when 
he returned home complained of not feel- 
ing well. He went immediately to bed 
and the next morning his physician an- 
nounced that he was suffering from an 
attack of the grip. 

On New Year's day pronounced symp- 
toms of pneumonia developed. It was 
known then that he was desperately ill, 
but his splendid physical condition 
caused those about his bedside to en- 
tertain hope of his ultimate recovery. 
There were times when he appeared to 
rally, and Saturday moriing the mem- 
bers of his family felt very much encour- 
aged at his condition. 

That night, however, he had a sinking 
spell and when a complication of dis- 
eases set in it was realized that he had 
but a short time to live. Both lungs 
were affected. All day Sunday he was 
growing weaker and it was thought that 
he could not survive the night. He 
seemed to recognize members of his fam- 
ily and friends anf pressed their hands, 
but was unable to speak. 

Was Forty Years Old. 

Mr. Rawson is survived by his wife and 
four children—two boys and two girls. 
The children are: Blizabeth, Sarah, Wil- 
liam and Charles. 

He was born in this city August 21, 
1861, and was a son of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward E. Rawson. Both parents died in 
1898. His father was one of the city’s 
pioneer citizens. The elder Mr. Rawson 
was a man of considerable means and 
was public-spirited to a marked degree, 
He was president of the Gate City Coffin 
Company and at his death his son con- 
tinued the business. 

Young Mr. Rawson attended the city 
public schools and was later graduated 
from Emory afid Vanderbilt colleges. 
After leaving Vanderbilt in 1880, he re- 
turned home and entered upon an active 
business career. Four years later he 
married Miss Lucia Brock, of Alabama. 

In business Mr. Rawson has been very 
successful and for years he has been 
recognized as one of the city’s most 
prominent men of affairs. He was broad- 
minded, liberal in his views and charit- 
ably inclined. He was possessed of rare 
business judgment and everything he 
undertook proved a success. He was ac- 
tively connected with @ number of large 
enterprises. 

While president of the coffin company 
he assisted in the organization of the 
Elizabeth cotton milis, located near the 
city, and was one of the principal stock- 
holders of this business. He was also 
associated with F. 1. Stone in the steel 
business. He Was a man cof great energy 
and activity and many charitable insti- 
tutions can attest to his liberality. Mr. 
Rawson was a prominent member of the 
Trinity church congregation, as was his 
father before him. 

Had Many Friends. 

His purse seemed always open 
serving charity and he was a liberal 
contributor to the Home of the Friend- 
less and the Methodist Orphans’ home at 
Decatur. 

He was a man who made friends easily. 
His splendid character, his high spirits 
and generous nature seemed to draw peo- 
ple to him and it is sate to say that all 
who knew him were his warm persona! 
friends. By industry and strict atten- 
tion to his own affairs he had accumu- 
lated a large fortune. 

For the past two years he represented 
the second ward in the city council and 
was one of the most prominent members 
of that body. His term of office expired 
yesterday afternoon when the old coun- 
cil met for the last time. He had the 
confidence and respect of every member 
of council, and, as chairman of the fi- 
nance committee—one of the most im- 
portant bodies connected with the city 
government—he made a record of which 
his friends have every reason to feel 
proud, 

Mr. Rawson was connected with some 
of the best tamilies of Atlanta. He was 
a nephew ot W. A. Hawson, the father 
of the late Mrs. Charles A. Collier, and 
was a brother of Mrs. Henry 3S.

CHIEF W. R. JOYNER SUBMITS 
HIS REPORT FOR YEAR 1901 


Chief W. R. Joyner yesterday submit- | 
ted his annual report. The report has 
already been outlined in The Constitu- 
tion. Chief Joyner goes into the details 
of the workings of the department and 
shows that the year has been a phenom- 
enal one with him. His report in full 


follows: 

Atlanta. Ga., January |, 1902.—To the Hon- 
orable Mayor and Genera] Council. —Gentiemen: 
I herewith submit my annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1901, being the 
seventeenth that I have had the pleasure of 
making to your honorable body, and twentieth 
since the organization of the paid fire depart- 
ment of the city of Atlanta. 

I have endeavored to include in this report 
all the information that I deem necessary to 
give you an inteMigent idea of its workings, 
and in it will be found statements embrac- 
ing the amount of expenditures, the number 
of fires and alarms that have occurred during 
the year, the cause thereof, as near as could 
be ascertained, with the names of the owners 
and occupants of the buildings; the value, in- 
surance and loss on each piece of property 
where a fire occurred; also a description of the 
building, how used, etc. 

I have deemed it proper to call your attention 
to some needed improvements in the depart- 
ment, an estimate of the amount of money 
needed for its maintenance for the year 1902, 
and other matters that I hope you will see fit 
to give your attention. 


Number of Alarms.

For several years past I have asked for an 
appropriation for additipnal fire alarm boxes, 
put each year the financé committee has marked 
the item off the general appropriation list. In 
the entire city of Atlanta there are onlv 89 
alarm boxes, whereas there should be at least 
100. In many sections the boxes are widely 
separated and on this account serious de- 
lays have been caused, These boxes cost $125 
each, and it will be found that they will more 
than pay for themselves in enabling the de- 
partment to receive early notice of fires. 

I desire to call your attention to the condition 
of the wires of the fire alarm system. The 
condition of the wires is growing dangerous 
and they should be put under ground at once. 
If the wires are left as at present the result 
is liable to be a damage to property amount- 
ing to several thousand dollars. The cost of 
placing them underground is a mere trifle in 
Jomparison to the vast amount of property 
by permitting them to remain in 
their present condition. The estimated cost of 
the change is $3,500, and I cannot too strong- 
ly urge the necessity for immediate action lin 
the matter. 

Equipment of the Department. 

We now in service three nook and lad- 
der trucks, four steamers, eight hose wagons 
and two chemical engines. Two new engines 
were placed in active service during the early

Water Supply. 


It is with a sincere sense of relief and sat- 
Isfaction that I am able to say that larger 
water mains are now being laid and unless 
too many 6-inch pipes are used the system will 
be very much improved. Already a marked 
improvement in the pressure and the adequacy 
of the supply has been noted. 


Restoring Salaries. 


I can only repeat what I said in my last 
report: ‘‘Four years ago the financial condi- 
tion of the city caused the general council to 
deem it necessary and advisable to reduce the 
salaries of the employees of certain city de- 
partments. In the fire department this reduc- 
tion amounted to about $5 per month per 
man, and was made with promise and distinct 
understanding that when the city’s finances 
warranted it the salaries would be placed 
upon their former basis. The firemen, who 
have demonstrated their faithfulness in many 
ways and on numerous occasions, and whose 
interest in the welfare of the city has never 
been questioned, submitted quietly to the cut 
and made no complaint through the pwhliic 
press or otherwise. At the time the cut was 
mage the compensation of the firemen was 
small in comparison to their service when it 's 
remembered that they are on duty twenty-four 
hours per day and are with their families 
only one day in every two weeks. I then con- 
sidered the reduction in the pay of these 
men an unnecessary injustice, believing then 
as now that the deficit in the treasury could 
have been made up in a manner that would 
have equalized the burden and caused It to 
have been borne by the many and not by the 
few. With the dawn of the new year and the 
new century the city of Atlanta has entered 
upOn an era of prosperity that is demonstrated 
by the many pwhlic tmprovements, by the in- 
crease_in business and by the feeling of confi- 
dence that is displayed in all lines of bueiness. 
In the view of the marked improvement which 
has necessarily extended to the public finances, 
I feel that I am only doing my duty and asking 
no favor when I suggest that the salaries cf 
the members of the fire department be placed 
upon the basis of four years ago. I trust and 
feel sure that you will give the matter your 
kind consideration and submit it to you with 
the bellef and hope that you will let the fire- 
men of Atlanta enjoy in the matter of com- 
pensation the same prosperity at is now 
felt by those who are engaged in a ‘ess dan- 
serous and more profitable business.’’ 


Department. Repair Shop. 


The fire department repair shop is located 
at No. 4 engine house. The work there has 
increased to such an extent and the demands 
become so much greater that we have been 
compelled to enlarge this department and place 
in more machinery. A small lathe has been 
ordered and with other improvements we wilil 
be able to do almost any kind of work needed 
in the department. The work done in the 
shop is of the very first quality. It gives en- 
tire satisfaction and fs the means of a great 
saving to the ‘city. The department is in 


charge of Assistant Chief Haney and Engincer 
Smith. 


Fire Alarm Department. 


The fire alarm department is still under the 
supervision of Superintendent W. B. Walker 
and Lineman 8S. G. Jordan, who deserve great 
credit for their close attention to the system 
They have experienced considerable trouble 
during the past year with overhead wires, 
caused by the removal of the wires of the electric 
light and telephone companies to underground

ceive the respect and well wishes of our 
citizens generally.

CHARGES CRUEL TREATMENT 


Says Husband Struck, Kicked and 
Cursed Her; Failed To Provide 
Support, and Made False 
Charges Against Her. 
Married When 16. 


A divorce suit containing sensational 
allegations was brought yesterday by 
Mrs. Maynor Gertrude Powell against her 
husband, Lon W./Powell. Mrs. Powell 
was formerly Miss Maynor Gertrude 
Wooten and, according to the petition, 
she is only 17 years of age. Her wedded 
biiss has been short, the petition stating 
that she married Powell December 17, 
1900, when she was but 16 years of 
age. 

The youthful wife charges her husband 
with cruel treatment. She alleges that 
within two months after the marriage he 
began ‘to mistreat.her and has continued 
the mistreatment until she has found life 
unbearable with him. It is stated that 
they lived together until the Ist of the 
present month. The petition states that 
Powell is an able-bodied man, is able to 
work, and has had work most of the 
time, but that he has never provided for 
nor supported his wife. 

It is further alleged that he never 
provided a home for her, but that since 
the marriage they have lived with Mrs. 
Poweli’s mother and that he has paid

It is stated that the mother is a 
and unable to_ support 
them. 

It is charged that on several occasions 
Powell struck his wife and even kicked 
her and cursed her most shamefully in 
the presence of her mother and others 
in the house. The petition further al- 
leges that Powell has often charged his 
wife with infidelity without any cause, 
causing her great mortification and 
mental anguish, and that he threatened 
to kill her if he saw her speak to cer- 
tain young men of thefr acquaintance.

The méssage in part is as follows: 
“It is with alternate @nottons of regret 


‘and felicitation that I deliver my annual 


message on this occasion—regret to part 
with the outgoing members of this honor- 
mble body, with whom fort twelve months 
past I have had such pleasant associa- 
Aion, and felicitation to those who, by 
the suffrage of the people, take their 
places. I shall later advert to our work 
as members of the city government dur- 
ing the past year, which in its impor- 
tance has never been surpassed, not only 
in its current operations, but in far- 
Weaching effects as concerns the future 

“In administering the oath of office I 
am always deeply impressed with its so- 
lemnity. treat are the duties it de- 
volves upon you, and heavy the respon- 
sibility you have assumed, and never be- 
fore have these duties been heavier or 
responsibility greater on every member 
of this council than now. The interest 
of a great and growing city demand 
thorough, careful, truthful and honest 
administration on the part of every mem- 
ber of its government. Forever accursed 
he the man who should forget the in- 
terests of those who elected him to rep- 
resent them and who should fail in any 
sense to act as his oath requires, in pro- 
motion of the best interests of the city. 
An ever-haunting conscience should for- 
ever lash the recreant who could use his 
place for selfish and corrupt purposes, 
or who could be moved from high resolve 
and honest endeavor by unworthy mo- 
tive or corrupting influence. I congratu- 
fate you, genti¢men, and the city, whose 
guardians and representatives you are, 
upon what I assume is your appreciation 
of your oath and responsibiMities. 

Growth of the City. 

‘The growth and progress of the city 
is sémething we may marvel at, even in 
a single year, as our postal and cletring 
house receipts show, the additions tb 
our public schools, the building of new 
residences and stores in every portion

“And right here let me say that we 
owe much to Mr. Atkinson and the Rapid 


“Transit company for their timely advance 


of money in aid of the building of this 
much needed viaduct, even if they did 
receive full value therefor in the terms 
of their crossing and the conditions im- 
posed upon the city. And I would say 
even more than full value. Great credit 
is due to the then Mayor Woodward for 
his real pertinacity and. sagacity in first 
calling attention to it and in every man- 
her urging’ its building. He may well take 
pride’ in dally viewing and admiring it. 
It is indeed the pride of the city. 

“The completion of the federal prison, 
incidentally of great importance to the 
city. is in itself a structure of enduring 
eolidity and architecturally greatly to be 
admired, and the amounts to be expended 
on account of its inmates and officers is 
a@ matter of such importance to all classes 
of businesa in the city as to make us 
well content for the valuable donation 
the city made to its establishment here. 

Carnegie Library.

Mow I envy the man 
who has the ability and the disposition 
to bestow his wealth while living and en- 
joy his own beneficence in witnessing the 
great good, the happiness and benefite 
he is giving to others, and to descend to 
generations and generations. * I envy him 
not for his great money making or his 
money, but his power and heart to give 
it away. I had rather ove Carnegie than 
Edward the Seventh or czar of all the 
Russias.

“Especially may I advert to the good 
health that has been vouchsafed to our 
people during the past year, and to con- 
gratulate them that their lots are cast 
in such pleasant places and that all the 
comforts that modern civilization has in- 
vented are here provided. 

Public Schools. 

“I refer with special pleasure to the 
edmirable condition of our public schools. 
They have ever been the pride of our

of all the pupils, and by well directed 
rules and their enforcement has prevented 
almost entirely the introduction of con- 
tagious diseases and other forms of sick- 
ness.

Though we have been 
narrowed down to an expenditure barely 
sufficient for our wants; we have kept 
within.our appropriations. So close were 
we pressed that at one time but for the 


teelth of the city, and to that end the 
inspection of every part of it, that clean- 
'ineéss may prevail, nuisances be abated, 
streets watered and swept, prompt re- 
mcval made of garbage and sewage—la- 
bor under many difficulties, which the 
able and ever-watchful Chief Hope has 
constantly complained, and without fault 
cn-his part, or that of the board of 
health, they have been unable to remedy; 
and yet the facet that we are spending 
thoveands of dollars that might be saved 
to the city is so palpable that the won- 
der is'that the council have not long 
since taken peremptory action in this 
matter. The simple removal of the sta- 
ples of this department within the city 
to some point more convenient to the 
crematory, whereby at least 6 miles of 
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thoughtful care and liberality of the 
Hon. Hoke Smith, who is ever alive to 
every interest of the public schools, we 
would have been compelled to turn away 
a large number of deserving pupils from 
the Girls’ High school for want of room. 
I am giad to say, however, that we were 
able before the termination of the year 
to refund the amount so generously ad- 
vanced by Mr. Smith and thus we have 
ended the year with no debt remaining 
over.”’ 

Here the mayor calls attention to the 
action of the school board some time 
sincé advancing the salaries of the teach- 
erg received by them before the cut of 7 


per cent. 
The City’s Streets. 
“T destanted at length in my inaugural 
address on the general condition of our 
streets, so bad at that time as to deserve 
the abuse I gave them. I am sorry to say 
that, as a rule, they are worse now than 
then. I read with no degree of pleasure 
the frequent communications in the city 
papers, and even in the papers of other 
cities, all manner of criticisms of the city 
and its government as to this disgusting 
condition. Indeed, I see with my 


truth of all complaint and criticism. There 
is nothing by which a city is judged, both 
by its own people and visitors, as the 
streets and sidewalks. I must though re- 
lieve the commissioner of public works 
and the superintendent of the sanitary 
department from blame that would per: 
tain to them, but that for reasons they 
give relieve them. It is true that the 
principal streets have been torn up mueh 
of the time in placing water mains and 
conduits of electric companies, thus mak- 
ing it almost impossible to improve or 
repair the pavements. But “in a grent 
degree the condition is due to the dis- 
tribution of the general appropriation by 
the finance committee amongst the mem.- 
bers of its different wards, and as a rule 
expended on remote residence streets 
rather than on near-in central business 
streets, Where most travel is done. This 
central portion, so much more 
over than the remote residence streets, 
is almost entirely neglected and the gen- 
eral conditions therefore almost deplo;- 
able. The commissioner of public works 
says that the street committee is to 
blame for not giving sufficient attention 
to pavement in the central portion of the 
city and that without their direction and 
apportionment of money he has not been 
able to repair the central streets. The 
chief of the sanitary department says 
that the streets are full of holes and s9 
out of order he cannot use his sweepers 
on them. The fact remains that a year 
has passed and nothing done. I recom- 
mend that the finance committee make 
a special appropriation for the prompt 
repairing or replacement for such parts 
of all the pavement within a radius of 
one-fourth of a mile from the depot, the 
kind of pavement to be left to the com- 


mittee in conjunction with the commis- | 


sioner of public works and the city en- 
gineer. I urge also a more rigid enforce- 
ment of the law requiring the replace- 
ment: of all pavements that have been 
cpened by any of the public utility cor- 


poration and such inspection of such 
work as may be necessary within the 
time limited to place them in good order 
In this connection it occurs to me that 
there should be a charge of a moderate 
fee for permits to open the streets. I am 
informed that 3,000 permits are granted 
annually for epening them.- A fee of $2. 
or even $1, would yield a revenue that is 
actually needed in a short time to re- 
pair them, even after the perfunctory 
closing of them by the city. In this 
connection EI wish to call to your attention 
the long promised pavement of that busi- 
ness thoroughfare, Peters street. I am 
unwilling that tonger time pass without 
proper action being taken in this behalf. 
They need it badly and deserve Ag 

In referring to the neglect ¢f sidewalk 
york, he says: 

“T would not, however, imply any blame 
on Commissidner Collier, directed as he 
has been to do so much other work y 
the street committee that he has not 
been able in the past year to give proper 
attention to the repairing of the side- 
walks.

“Though the operations of the com- 
mittee on sewers have been limited, it 
is well now for this council and the peo- 
ple to awaken to the gravity of the sew- 
er situation that now contronts us. As I 
said in a previous communication, it is 
a huge question. ‘The sudden interest 
that is seizing the people, as evinced by 
the called meeting of, the county com- 
missioners. to consider it, should give 
great concern to the present council. At 
a meeting of citizens end county commis- 
sioners it .was estimated by some gen- 
tlemen who have closely investig#ed the 
subject that even to extend our main 
trunk sewers to the corfines of the city 
would involve a cost of $200,000 at least: 
and when thus extcnded we have at these 
points the same questions to deal with 
as before they were extended—the com- 
plaints of the people near by on the city's 
side as well as those across the line in 
the country, all claiming ¥ themselves 
greatly damaged by the condition. And 
here, even after the expenditure of $200,- 
(00, for which the recent committee asked 
council to petition the legislature to 
grant a loar, arises the serious question 
of dispositicn of the sewage from the 
mnouths of these trunks, for damages will 
be claimed by the citizens all along the 
small streams into which these sewers 
now empty. 

Police Department. 

“I feel that credit is due to the police 
commissioners tor the interest they take 
in all matters affecting the police situa- 
tion, ard especialiy is credit due to the 
chief for his vigilant, prompt and eftec- 
tive discharge of the duties of his im- 
portant office. I regret that the eivil 
service provision fur the police force of 
the city has not been adopted. During 
my shcrt term as mayor I have geen ij!

“We may review with great satisfaction 
the successful election for the issuance 
of $200,000 of thirty-year 3% per cent bonds 
fer the special purpose of extending the 
water mains of the water works ami the 
prosecution of the work of laying them.

Necessity for Reservoir.

and it must be provided without 
celay. The present one has capac- 

for cnly eight to ten days’ 
supply and any accident or condition 
necessitating increase might be calami- 
tous. Indeed, the almost daily growth of 
the city but lessens the present supply. 
lhis reservoir should be commenced im- 
mediately, sufficient land for its location 
must be procured and every effort made 
to prosecute the work. It is interesting to 
compare the receipts and expenditures of 
this department for the year past with 
that of the year previous. The expense 
of water for the daily use of all the peo- 
ple, and such excellent water it is, is 
less by far than in any other city of like 
size. The importance of the new reservoir 
and indeed enough water mains to sup- 
ply the entire city is apparent not only 
for domestic uses, but we must consider 
and provide for the large number of small 
manufacturing enterprises that now pre- 
val} and are being constantly added to. 
No’ more important matter can engage 
our attention than to consider how many 
of the second and third story buildings 
being vacated by tenants moving to the 
large office buildings of our city and 
which ere long will be filled with the ma- 
chinery for these many utlitles and man- 
ufacturing enterprises. 


I rejoice that we have a legisla: 
tive amendment forever preventirg 
the sale of this valuable property 
and thus preserving it against the 
disgusting wiles of politics. Oh, 
that we could eliminate from all the 
departments of tae city,political dev- 
ilment. To this end let us work as- 
siduously and be evér vigilant. Fast 
following this important municipal 
ownership must come the city elec- 
tric light plant, we may well begin 
to make our figures and calculations 
to this end. We must begin to con- 
sider the supply of electricity and 
look to the fact that we must provide 
against monopoly. 


Fire Department. 

“I have only to repeat my appreciation 
of our fire department and congratulate 
you that it is unsurpassed by any other 
in the whole country, and what is there 
to give greater comfort to the people and 
the owners of property than this mag- 
nificent department. How much are we 
indebted to it for our peace of mind? How 
much for the saving of even millions of 
collars? Let me call your attention to its 
satisfactory working, to the harmony 
that prevails amongst al] its members 
from its efficient and distinguished chief 
to the-humblest member. No politics 
here—nothing but every thought and ac- 
tion to prov@le good results. 

Compliment to Rawson. 

“In referring to our financial operations 
for the year, of which I shall give you 
some leading figures, I wish to complil- 
ment our able comptroller and more to 
thank the finance committee for their 
painstaking work. part with its abie 
chairman, the Hon. W. C. Rawson, and 
the others with sincere regret, no less for 
the graces that distinguish him as a gen- 
tleman and a scholar, but the splendid 
ability that he has Shown as a financier. 
I'am happy in the figures of this depart- 
ment and the sagacity he has shown in 
successfully providing for all the city re- 
quirements. His work-has cost him much 
ot his valuable time and which to him is 
very necessary in the conduct of impor- 
tant affairs of business, but he has given 
it at all times punetually and freely. 
Every citizen will. recall the hard work 
we had in carrying the election for the 
issue of $200,000 of 3% per cent bonds, and 
their negotiation at a decided premium. 
No city has done better, few as well. The 
transaction bespeaks the excellent credit 
of the city and to Mr. Rawson and the 
committee is due the credit of their sale. 
It is well to state that we have not in- 
eurred any expense in the negotiation of 
these bonds, no commissions, no traveling 
or any other expenses, and this saving 
might be considered equivalent to a 
premium on the bonds. 


Sale of Redemption Bonds. 


“We have just closed the sale of our 
only remaining unsold bonds, $418,000 of 
thirty-year 3 1-2 per cent at an average 
fraction of a slight premium. These 
bonds you will happily remember are to 
redeem our issue of like amount 
per cent bonds issued thirty vears ago. 
What a story they do tell. Interest per 
annum in 1871 and succeeding years $33,440, 
in 1902 and succeeding years $15,130, a sav- 
ing to the city in a year of $18,310 and in 
thirty years $549,080. And there is every 
reason why our credit should be equal to 
any other city; many reasons why vastly 
superior to others. To the credit of At- 
lanta be it spoken, these bonds and those 
of former issues were all taken in Atlanta, 
by Atlanta capitalists. 70d bless her 
capitalists who are always ready to come 
to the rescue of the city. Doubtless some 
combinations and syndicates as not un- 
common on occasions of sales of large 
amounts of bonds were formed to thwart 
the sale of these bonds, but, as it results, 
to no avail. Another important matter 
that well approves the sale of these 
bonds is that time for sale of such securi- 
ties was most inopportune. Money in 
New York was higher than before known 
and really no demand for 3 1-2 per cent 
bonds. Still, we have succeeded, and 
succeeded at home. 

“There is one matter that has given me 
great comfort in the satisfactory sale of 
these bonds, and that is the triumphant 
answer to insinuations that have been 
made on this floor. That failure to give 
to monopoly all its demands was affect- 
ing these sales and capital being alarmed, 
we should be swift to give corporations 
and monopolies anything they asked lest 
capital feel uncomfortable. Capital is 
cautious, but knows a good thing when 
it sees it, and these suggestions have in 
no sense alarmed it; it hasn't been affect- 
ed save in its desire to come to us. It is 
coming now as it never did before—and 
rather than be discouraged by our non- 
yielding to the unreasonable offers of 
monopoly it ig encouraged by the great 
prosperity of a great city and the almost 
united efforts of our people to require of 
all public utility corporations the same 
taxes on cash market values as all other 
citizens pay. Thus it is a fight in a great 
measure for justice and equality. 

Roasts the Senate. 

“T feel that the city is to be congratu- 
lated upon the committee of forty-nine 
leading citizens eminent for proberty, this 
being done at your instance, whose duty 
it shall be to revise the general statutes 
of the city, say by the ist of July, when 
they shall prepare their full report for 
presentation to the next legislature. 

‘This committee will consider matters 
of interest submitted to each subcommit- 
tee and then uniting to consider all to- 
gether. The citizens are generally in- 
vited to participate in both the special 
committee meetings and the general con- 
vention; thus will all be heard on all 
matters concerning the city generally, 
and I have no doubt they will be success- 
ful in obtaining for the city a splendid 
and satisfactory charter. 

“And as we have learned from the last 
legislature how difficult it is to have 
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certain amendments passed when com- 
mittees of the council appear before the 
senate, we will devise some plans to 
amend the objectionable ways of the sen- 
ate: we must not allow the present ways 
of the senate to stand against right, 
against principle. We must fight the in- 
fluence of corporations. Yes, we must 
fight—to the knife, and from the knife 
to the hilt. We must not permit an im- 
properly influenced senate to prevail 
against us. 4 consider this one of the 
most important and valuable bodies ever 
organized in Atlanta. 
Credit Due Attorneys. 

“Tet me refer to the able services of 
our vigilant city attorneys. On all occa- 
sions when their services were required 
they have been present, prompt to give 
their interpretation of the laws involved. 
Indeed, great contests have been waged 
in our courte when the city was greatly, 
invelved, and, though opposed by the 
abiest attorneys, they have fllustrated 
their ability and their fame to the city 
in fhe success they have achieved—when- 
ever their valuable services were needed, 
whenever, indeed, the city’s interests 
were concerned, they have been present 
buttling for the right. 

“We should have triumphed before the

New York, January 6.—The cotton market 
opened steady with jrices 2 to 4 points lower 
and further sold off after the call to 7.93 for 
March and 8.01 for May under pressure of 
long stuff and bear selling, the former being 
Shaken o.t and the latter encouraged by 
weak Liverpool cables and promise of heavy 
port receipts. Commission houses and Wall 
street sold in a feverish way during the call 
and some cotton was forced on the market 
by foreign interests. But before thee hour 
closed the market took a distinct turn and 
rallied nearly to Saturday’s final bid on a 
fluriy of covering and light room buying. A 
singie room operator bought a few bales o7 
May at 8.03 and soon afterwards bid 8.06 
for more. Around this level commission 
houses once more figured as sellers while new 
Duying received a check. Lig estimates for 
tomorrow's Houston, receipts and larger crop 
estimates from the south gave the market a 
gpet-back before midday, and at the same time 
stood in the way of aggressive bull support. 
Just when the market was beginning to pick 
up a little new strength on covering early 
in the afternoon, New Orleans sent an esti- 
made of 21,000 to 23,000 bales for tomor- 
row’s receipts and this again sent prices 
downward, May reaching 8.01 before cov- 
ering once more turned the course of fiuc- 
tuations upward. The fact that southern

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 6.—The stock market 
was awakened into some show of strength and 
animation today after efforts to that end 
had proved futile for the greater portion of 
the season. The incident which aroused the 
market was the declaration of a dividend of 2 
per cent on New Jersey Central stock. The 
declaration is timed at the’ usual period for 
the quarterly dividend, which*had been run- 
ning at the rate of 1% per cent, but the 
president of the Reading company, which cor- 
poration now controls the New Jersey Central, 
deprecated.a designation of this as a quarter- 
ly dividend. Nevertheless the street was in- 
clined to the conviction that the stock was 
to te considered on an 8 per cent bast. 
Reading was stimulated into great activity 
and rallied from an early fecline of over a 
point to 1% over Saturday's Jevel. Delaware 
and Hudson became quite buoyant, rising 6% 
points over Saturday on confident hopes that 
MH also was booked for an early increase in 
dividend. There was a sudden spurt of 3% 
points in Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault 
Ste Marie and of 44% in Minneapolis and St. 
Louis. The market generally recovered smart- 
ly from its early depression, but very few 
stocks showed any material gains over Satur- 
day. Amalgamated Copper was an exception, 
and after early weakness on the further de- 
cline in the price of raw copper in London rose 
1% over Saturday. The United States Steel 
stocks were again deak in on an enormous 
scale, the preferred leading both in point cf 
activity and strength. Rumors were rife of 
the very favorable showing to be made by the 
quarterly statement of net earnings which is 
expected to be presented at tomorrow's divi- 
dend meeting. There was no suggestion of 
the probability of any increase in the dividend 
rate. There was incipient upward movements 
in a few other industrials, while the railroad 
list tended lower from the cpening. The gen- 
€ra] list was singularly unresponsive to the 
demonstration in United States Steel. The im. 
mediate cause of its sluggishness and heaviness 
was the inception of gold exports, it being 
reported during the day that $600,000 had 
been sent out on Saturday’s steamer by the 
institution which also withdrew $500,000 from 
the subtreasury today.

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HARPER MAKES REPORT 
ON ELECTRICAL MATTERS 


T. J. Harper, city electrician, submitted 
his annual report to council yesterday. 

he report chronicles the increased work 
caused by the erection of the lighting 
plant of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company and the changé of overhead to 
underground system. The report, in full, 
follows: 

To the Mayor and General Council of the 
City of Atlanta. Gentlemen: I have the hon- 
or to submit my annual report on city electri- 
cal affairs for the year ending December $31, 


I wish to call your special attention to the 
rapid growth of the electrical business, and 
the important factor it has assumed in the 
commercial enterprises of our city. Very few 
people comprehend its magnitude or impor- 
tance. + 

There is more capital invested, and a larger 
number of our citizens dependent on it for 
support than any other line of business in 
this city. 

Electrical construction is rapidly on the in- 
crease and the per cent grows larger each 
year. 

During the year the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company have equipped their new cen- 
trally located power and lighting station, and 
completed their underground lighting and 
power system, covering practically the pres- 
cribed underground territory. 

The Atlanta HRapid Transit Company 
built and are operating two additional impor- 
tant lines of street railway. 

The Southern Bel] Telephone Company have 
begun the extens#n of their underground 
system which will practically double the 
amount of territory they now occupy. The 
yeorgia Electric Company have rebuilt and 
equipped their entire lighting and power 
plant throughout With new machinery and 
have built a substation storage plant, central- 
ly located, which gives them the largest 
and most modern lighting station in the 
south and ample facilities for furnishing effi- 
‘clent service to meet all demands. 

Street Lights. 

your contractors have 
changed the system of street lighting, by 
consent of the previous electric Ight com- 
mittee, from the direct current open arc lamp 
to the alternating series inclosed arc lamp. 
This change was made necessary by the 
steady march of improvement in electric 
machinery and the city requiring that all 
lighting and power wires be placed under- 
ground. 

Incidental to this change thereywes uravoid- 
ably some interference with the‘ efficiency of 
our street lighting service, as the repate for 
lights out will show, but when we consider 
the enormous amount of wodrk necessary 
to be done and the almost insurmountable 
obstacles to be overcome in making an 
entire change in the = generating § sys- 
tem and at the same time main- 
taining the lighting service, the public has 
very little legitimate cause for complaint, 

I believe your contractors make all reasong- 
ble effort to maintain efficient service.

Electric Fires. 


During the year there were five fires due 
to electricity, -but only one of which was 
caused by defective wiring, which was in- 
stalled twelve years ago. 

The only fire of consequence was the Ly- 
ceum theater, which was caused by an iron 
frame sign which was connected to the metal 
roof of the building, the supports broke, 
crufing the sign to fall acroas trolley wires 
by which current passed to the roof and fired 
the building, which was a total loss. 

[I am indebted to each member of the board 
of electrical control for assistance rendered 
m ein the discharge of my duties, especially 
to Chairman Grady and Secretary R. M. Clay- 
ton. 

Under the able management of Chairman 
Grady the lighting department has met all 
reasonable demand for new lights, paid thir- 
teen monthly bills, and returned to the city a 
balance of $723.80.
